In summer, and while the fruit 
doesn't rot.

The scab fungus livea during the 
winter on fallen laaves and on liv¬ 
ing twigs. The leaves ran be com- 
pualad or dug Into the vegetable plot, 
but It la necearntry to keep a sharp 
ey# opafi during the winter pruning 
for the infected twigs. 

The signs i»n be seen un your 
xhuuu a.s rounded bUatera which 
grow larger and eventually bfrak 
open, like a boil, to make acabs or 
pustules in the bark. Thaae are open, 
with ragged edgea. In the late aiages 
of the dweaae. the shoots and twtga 
will have a ragged and Mtabby ap¬ 
pearance, quite eaay to dIstinguUh 
from healthy growth.

There are several common die- 
ee-xet which attack our fruit In sum¬ 
mer and which spend the winter 
hibernating on the shoots and twigs 
and branches. The smart gardester 
will keep his eyes open for signs of 
these disease spores In their resting 
stage during his pruning operations. 


Take, for instance, the hiown rot 
disease of apples, plums, pears and 
cherries a very commcNi source of 
losses In the ripening fruit in sum¬ 
mer. This is caused by a fungus 
which rel!i the fruit and covers them 
with a whltista cushiOR of sporee, by 
meana of which the dlaeaae la spread 
The Inlecusi fnats rot. and while 
some '-vi-i fall to the ground, othera 
..will ding to the branches all winter 
as shiiveiled. mummified fruh. These 
are virulent sources of infection be¬ 
cause the disease sporea In them are 
not dead but only reating. ready to 
get Ir their liefca again next Bumn>er.

Fallen fruit should always be 
galherod up regularly arul rilher 
burned or buried deeply. The mum¬ 
mified fruit left OR the branchee La 
doubly dangerous, because the infec¬ 
tion will often grow right down the 
fruit stalk and into the wood. For 
this reeaon, when you remove the 
mummies, don't Just pick them off 
but cut them, taking a portion of 
the twig along with each one. 

Another cummon disease which 
can be lontrollMl to a ronaidemble ex¬ 
tend by good hygiene in pruning is 
apple scab. This Is the infection that 
causes Ihoae bixrwn or black blem¬ 
ishes OR the skin of applea and peers
